On a Penniless Man. 


Los ANCIEI.KS, February 11.— A fiend-

Photographs Being 
Made With 


Rays of Light. 


SVKACUBK.N.Y., February 11.—At the 


Syracuse University, under the direc- 
tion of Professor Eugene Haanel, F.R.S. 
C., successful photographs are being 
made with raye of light. Lust week on 
the second trial the skeleton of a live 
frog was photographed in an hour and 
fifteen minutes' exposure. Last night 
in a cardboard box a ticket, dime, cop- 
per cent, carbon lead pencil and steel 
key were penetrated, and iu an experi- 
ment some bone buttons, link cuff but- 
tons and a piece of watch chain were im- 
perfectly penetrated owing to an under 
exposure ot thirty minutes. Professor 
Haanel covers the sensitive dry plate 
with black paper to protect it from day- 
light anil reduce exposure. He aaya

ADOPTED AND LOST. 


FATE OP AN ANTI-FUNDING BILL 


RESOLUTION. 


Passed by the California Legisla- 


ture But Never Reached 


the Governor. 


SACIIAMKN'TO, February 11.—News hav- 


ing corno from Washington, tliat tho dis- 
covery was made to the effect that no 
record could bo found of the resolution, 
passed by tbo last legislature protesting 
against tho adoption by congress of a 
railroad refunding bill of auy sort, a Bee 
reporter looked up a history of the mat- 
tor. H was found that the resolution 
liad passed both branches of the legisla- 
ture, but that it got lost some way on 
the road to the governor's ofUco, at least 
the records do not show that it was ru- 
tcived by the executive. 


The history of the anti-funding reso- 


lution is aa follows: 


In January, 18'J5, Assemblymen llel- 


sliaw and JUedaoe introduced two reao- 
lutiona known aa Noa. 2 and 3, which 
were adopted and sent to the senate. 
The 'senate adopted ft substitute for 
theae, introduced by MctJowan, and 
sent it buck to the assembly, where it 
waa laid on tho table. Subsequently 
Bclshaw introduced joint resolution No. 
7, which was unanimously adopted by a 
viva voce vote and transmitted to the 
senate, where it was adopted by 30 ayea 
and no lioca. 


This resolution protested against the 


Riley funding hill, which waa then be- 
fore con gross,'and recommended mort- 
gage foreclosure and collection of rail- 
road debt. In the event of failure to do 
this it recommended that the United 
States take possession of the road and 
operate it. 
In regular course of business the en-
